L a y in g o f tlie C orner S ton e o f th e A d ­ 
m in istra tio n E u ild in g . 
Les A h g e l e s , February 12th.—The cor­ 
ner stone of the State Reform School at 
W hittier was laid this afternoon under (he 
auspices of the Masonic fraternity in the 
presence of eight thousand people. 
Right 
Rev. H . A. Neely, Iilshop of Maine, in ­ 
voked the Divine blessing on the enter­ 
prise. Addresses were made by Harvey 
Lindley, President of the Bocrd of Trus­ 
tees ; Eooch K night, President of the Day; 
Governor R. W. W aterm an, Secretary of 
State 
Hendricks, 
Lieutenant-Governor 
W hile and other prom inent citizens. 
The corner-stone was laid by acting 
Grand Master Orine. 
Among those who 
witnessed the ceremony were tbe follow­ 
ing: Fi-G ovem or of California Pio Pico. 
John G. Downey, and Governor Sione- 
man. 
H on. W. H endricks spoke as follows : 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies ami Gentlemen: With 
the exception of this speaking business (tue 
thought of w hich alw ajs disturbs my quiet 
peace of mind), I am glad to be with you on 
this occasion. 
Allliough never here betore, and almost an 
entire stranger iu your land, evidences, both 
past and present, m ake me leel that I am 
among friends 
Then the subject of this m eeting is one ever 
interesting to me ai d iu the discussion ot which 
the press of Whittier has honoreti me with 
favorable mention. 
The laying of this corner stone w ill mark, I 
strongly hope, an important epoch in the future 
prison management ot this State. May this 
stone, w hich has so long been refused by so- 
called prison builders, b. come the head of the 
corner of a great prison reformation. Crime 
and its treatment is the most important ques­ 
tion connected with human government, and 
reformation the most important branch of that 
most important subject. 
That branch of the general subject now par­ 
ticularly suggested is reformation and reforma­ 
tories, yet all branches of this boundless sub­ 
ject are so connected that it is difficult to dis­ 
cuss one without involving all. Therelore vou 
w ill pardon a brief allusion to the subject gen­ 
erally. 
Y’ou will uuderstand that under a ten-minute 
time lim it, on so loug a question, it must be but 
allusions—statem ents ot principles without ar­ 
guments. But as I am, in either speech or 
writing, inclined to save language by reducing 
subjects to aphorisms, instead of am plifying In 
words, tim e lim it is in the line of my liking 
Iu quoting from myself, and in repeating 
truisms, 1 may subject m yself to the thought 
of platitudes, and tbe cry of chestnuts ; but I 
reilect, tbat good chestnuts are always good. 
There are chestnuts from the llible and from 
Shakespeare, hundreds and thousands of vears 
old, that are still fresh and sweet. Like a thing 
of beauty, a good chestnut is a jov forever. 
To err is human. 
To do wrong and eat for­ 
bidden fruit is natural, and dates back to tbe 
first man and woman iu their first garden 
home. 
Volumes have been written, theorizing on the 
cam e of crime, when tlie sim ple fact is appar­ 
ent that it is natural. 
We may theorize as to 
why natural, but not as to the fart that it is. 
We are “prone to sin as the sparks are to tiy 
upward, 
and the principle is not confined 
nh ne to the bad; they are good, better, best, 
according as evil inclination is resisted, if we 
were all born p eifectw e would be it ft without 
any stuudard of virtue. 
We are created free agents, with both good 
and evil presented. 
One appeals to our pas­ 
sions and attracts, w hile the other addresses 
our moral nature, and pays. 
Credit is due only 
for resistane e and exercising the purifying vir­ 
tue of self-denial. 
While the natural inclination is to do wrong, 
a conscience is provided which approves right 
and reproves wrong, acting as a moral g ivernor 
or fly -wheel to hold ns level. 
Under the opera­ 
tion of this conscience reprover we are apt to 
quit that which is regretted, and most ot us re­ 
pent o f evil acts. 
Repentance prevents repeti­ 
tion, and we go right along in good citizenship, 
without the cruel world knowing of to prose­ 
cute or the law getting hold of to confirm m 
crime. 
Of the small proportion who are caught iu the 
iroujaw s of the human law, many are pre­ 
vented that reformation which would have oc­ 
curred under natural conscience law. 
The 
blanket of secrecy would have saved many, 
whom the law and public knowledge under the 
operation of detection has confirmed in crime. 
Nature in the moral, as iu the physical, inclines 
to heal. Both at tim es are liable to such severe 
accidents, or derangements, as to require treat­ 
ment. 
Iu physical trouble, if the physician 
called in understands his profession and acts in 
harmony w ith nature, benefit may tie antici­ 
pated; but if he does not, harm m ay result, and 
the patient left in a worse condition than 
if 
110 
physician 
had 
been 
called. 
So 
also is the moral derangement. 
Do prison 
results show good diagnosis and treatment? 
Or do results indicate quackery ? Should we not 
study moral as well as physical hygiene ? Re­ 
sults witness against our system. 
Grime is increasing to an alarming cx ent all 
over our country iu proportion to population. 
This criminal increase is generally thought to 
he attributable to the quantity and the character 
ol our foreign immigration; but not so 
The 
proportion ot immigration to native 
is no 
greater to-day than it was forty or fifty yearn 
ago, w hile the proportion of crimina s ti> popu­ 
lation in thirty years, from 1S50 to 1SS0 (when 
the last census were taken), had increased over 
4<W per cent., and at the same ratio the census 
of Ib90, when published, will show about G09per 
cent, increase. Not simply increase, but the pro­ 
portion to population 600 times greater, 'this 
frightful increase in crime means something; 
and w hat can it mean other than faulty laws 
and had managem ent ? 
Apropos to this subject, and one of the first 
things to interest m e in the study of penology, 
was an address by cx-Governor Seymour, of 
New Y'ork, to the inmates of the Auburn i ’eni- 
tentiary a few years since. 
Quoting from Confucius, he said “ tbat a 
man a character is decided, not by the number 
of times tbat he tails, but by the number of 
times he lifts bim self up. 
I,” he said, “do not 
know why evil is permitted in this world, but I 
cn know that each one of us has the power to 
transmute it into good; each one can, if he w ill, 
make his past errors sources of moral eleva­ 
tion.” 
Again, in reflecting as to what acts of his life 
he would blot out had he the power to do so. lie 
found “that if there were any golden threads 
running through it. they were wrought out by 
regrets felt at wrongs.” 
* 
* 
* 
"7 hen I 
learned that the wrong act, followed by the just 
regret and by thoughtful caution to avoid errors, 
made me a better man than I should have been 
if I had not fallen. 
This great and good man believed in the con­ 
science work of personal repentance and reform­ 
ation, a 'd that human laws should be n har­ 
mony with the Alm ightv’s law ot our nature. 
A bad prison law may be modified by a good 
prison management, but a bad prison manage­ 
ment w ill nnllify the best of prison laws. 
Where both are wrong, and bad, it is incal­ 
culably vicious in results. Ought we not to cut 
loose ;rom superstitions, pet theories and prac­ 
tices, aDd study nature and natural laws in this, 
os in all departments, as our guide, when, it is 
thought, this 
greatly complicated 
question 
would be reduced and simplified ? Divorce the 
whole subject from politics, so that nothing but 
tbe fitting qualities of tbe managem ent would 
be considered, and prison appointments and 
positions could not be made stepping stones for 
political ambition. 
I am an unqualified believer in tbe indeter­ 
minate sentence as tbe only just and effectual 
prison law; appealing,as it doea, in the strongest 
possible manner—to the strongest feeling of our 
nature, in or out of prison—that of hope and 
fear. Under it, establish a moral hospital, as it 
were, from which patients (prisoners) are dis­ 
charged, only, when and as soon as cuicd; and 
the incurable arc forever detained. 
One of the worst absurdities o f law is to com­ 
pel a Judge to fix a day for tlie release of the 
crim inally convicted. He must either contem­ 
plate (if lie dots contemplate, at all.) the reform­ 
ation of the cor.vict at or before that exact time, 
or else the tnm ing looseof tbe criminal to again 
raid society. The first proposition he cannot 
pos ihly know anything about, and the second, 
the law should, under no circumstances, ever 
sanction. 
Better, far better, to turn the dogs loose in the 
streets, than a crim ina to cut throats whenever 
oppm uuity and inducem ents offer. This sys­ 
tem would relieve, if not do away witb, en­ 
tirely, the vexed questions of pardons; placing 
the prisoner's future under his own control, it 
would also appeal to the justice of the prisoner, 
(and I have never known any branches of the 
human fam ily who have so quick and strong a 
sense of truth and justice as prisoners), and 
would cure the glaring inequalities of si ntence. 
Under it, the monstrous signt o f one person sen­ 
tenced tor forty years, w hile his companion is 
entirely exonerated of any offense, and Doth 
equally innocent oi both equally guilty, as in a 
case now on my m ind. 
No question connected w ith onr present sys­ 
tem is so generally 
misunderstood and so 
wrongly treaied as that of pardons. Instead of 
considering sim ply what 1s jnst and right, it 
seems frequently to be made a question of pol­ 
icy and figures. Governor So-and-So pardoned 
so m any, and I must not exceed his figures. 
One Governor told m e several years ago that he 
had lim ited h im self to so m any a mouth. 
There should be but one question involved— 
V hat w ill be the result ? 
Becan-e n’ t understood on the subject, I have 
been reflected upon, and the expression “too 
good-hearted” applied to me. If a compliment, 
it is one I do not banket after. From a purely 
Christian standpoint no one, perhaps, could be 
“too gcod-heatlcd,” but when the heart unceu- 


trollcd b~ the bead, runs oil on sentiment, it is 
im becility. While I would gladly help the de­ 
serving who are anxious to help them selves. I 
am hard-hearted enough to advocate w ith all 
possible earnestness the isolation of the incorri­ 
gible— putting them beyond the power ot pardon 
and escape, and the reproduction of their spe­ 
cies; ana in this, and iu every other way possi­ 
ble, stop the production ol and close out the 
criminal stock. 
I belitve in cares o f total depravity—cases be­ 
yond human power to cure, and look upon it as a 
clear loss to waste tim e, labor and sympathy on 
them. 
From an economic ai, as w ell as a moral stand­ 
point, reformation ibould be the one great aim 
in 
prison 
managem ent, overshadowing all 
others. 
“Self sustaining” and opposition to "convict 
labor” are cuphoueous catch-wordi, but used 
and believed in honestly by many. 1 cannot 
think that tbe people of any great state can eg- 
riouslv entertain tne thought of speculating off 
the labor o f convicts at the expense of infinitely 
more important questions, and particularly so 
when it is a moneyed loss. 
As it is estimated that it costs, on theavcrnge, 
about 53,000 to send a convict to the Peniten­ 
tiary, there is no economy in releasing a pris­ 
oner unreforaed, or without the knowledge, or 
the means of support, to be sent back again, 
even though a few hundred dolíais has been 
made by bis labor 
As all individuals and 
clatses should bear proportionately the crim i­ 
nal expense, it is certainly wrong to put the 
prisoners largely on one line of labor, thereby 
making that industry bear more than its pro­ 
portion of the expense. 
a s labor is a Divine as w ell as a human law, 
ami necessary to reformation, it must be ex- 
an ed , and it must be productive labor, pro­ 
ducing biead as well as “sweat ol the face" by 
which to "eat bread.” And as all productive 
labor must conflict, it seems almost U se an irre­ 
concilable conflict between the two extrem es of 
"self-sustaining” and idleness; and yet there is 
a course, broad and well-defined as a mountain 
range between the two extrem es. Multiply and 
increase indefinitely the trades and business, 
even pnitessious taught, so as to minim ize ob­ 
jections from a labor standpoint, and which at 
the same tim e would enable the prison officer 
reformist a better opportunity to select a suita­ 
ble trade or business for the convict, and 
tli ough which to enable him to support him ­ 
self when released, if his intentions are good. 
While the arguments in favor o f our present 
jute manufactory are many, yet there is this 
objection, that most of the young workers are 
sent away powerless lor self support, and iu po­ 
sitions to be driven to crime 
I believe in reformation, and consequently in 
reformatories. The present administration will 
live in history ss the one under which the re­ 
formatory idea was established and put in prac­ 
tical operation. 
Allow me to congratulate the people o f Whit­ 
tier, the people of Southern California, and the 
citizens ot the State generally on this broad, 
daylight dawn of a relorm era; and the man­ 
agement upon the selection in Doctor Walter 
Lindley, of a Superintendent who is em inently 
and exceptionally qualified, and who accepts 
the responsibility not through motives of policy 
or business, hut from the purely disinterested in ­ 
terest he takes iu the subject. 
I am glad of the privilege of participating in 
tbe ceremonies of this occasion, and in the lay­ 
ing of this, the first corner-stone of any State 
building in the southern end ot the State. May 
the laying of this stone not only mark an epoch 
in prison management, but an era of good feel­ 
ing; frowning down auy north, or any south; 
all one sunny citrus belt. 
May the old Pioneers, the Native Sons and 
Daughteis, and the m iddle men and women 
from all parts of the State, m eet without in­ 
quiry as to wherefrom, eating our fruits, and 
drinking our native wines, under the shade ol 
our own tropical growth, as one people in fra­ 
ternal pienie.

W H E A T -C R O P OUTLO O K . 


T h e B est J u d g e s C laim T h ey W ill H ave 
H a lf a C rop. 


O r o v il l e , February 1 2th—The propor­ 
tion of land in the vicinity planted to grain 
is small, owing to the predominance of 
fruit-raising and pasturage. The farmers, 
as a rule, were delayed in planting their 
summer-fallow until late and were stopped 
hy the rain. 
The crops planted, however, look re­ 
m arkably well. Alt of the farmers are 
now busily engaged in winter sowing, with 
fair prospecls, owing to the ground having 
received a thorough soaking, aud with 
light rains later on the crops will be as 
good as ever. 
There is no reason to be discouraged here, 
except at the loss of over one-half the sum ­ 
mer fallow. 
I). N. Friesleben, Shipppe & Cn. and 
H ntchins Bros, are planting largely. Orange 
groves and fruit orchards are generally in 
splendid condition. 


SOLANO COUNTY. 


D ix o n , February 12th.—A strong north 
wind has prevailed fur two days and the 
result is the roads and fields are drying up 
very rapidly. All the high lands are in 
good condition far plowing, and teams tbat 
have been idle for nearly three m onths are 
taxsd almost to the lim it of endurance. A 
large area of land has been plowed and 
seeded during the past two days, and if the 
fair weather continues to prevail, plowing 
and seeding will be continued until the 1st 
of March, and probably later. 
The soil is 
so thoroughly siturated witli water that 
late sown grain is likely to yield an abund­ 
ant harvest. 
Of course these farming operations are 
principally confined to the high and sandy 
ioam in the vicinity of Dixon. 
It hardly 
seems probable that there will be auy 
plowing for m any days, and possibly no 
more this season, on the low lands southeast 
of Dixon. Fully half the grain has been 
drowned out between Batavia and Elm ira. 
W ater is standing in po ils in many fields, 
and there is no probability that the ground 
will be in condition to be re seeded this 
season. If the sun conies out warm there 
is danger that the grain on land from which 
the water has already disappeared, will be 
scalded to death. 
The farmers in that sec­ 
tion do not expect more than one-third the 
usual crop. 
Iu the vicinity of Dixon, the 
prospects are much better. 
Summerfal- 
lowed grain is in splendid condition on all 
the high land, and with ordinary weather 
winter-sown grain will m ake good crops. 
If the fair weather continues for ten days, 
the area that will be seeded will be much 
larger than all previous estimates. 
It is 
probable that there will not be m uch of a 
falling eff from the usual acreage seeded. 
Upon the whole it is safe to say tbat the 
farmers of Northern and Eastern Solano 
will harvsst half a crop. Under present 
conditions it is hardly reasonably to expect 
more. 
EASTERN YOLO. 


W o o d l a n d , February 12th. — On low 
ground the summer-fallow has a very pool 
stand. 
On higher ground it is very good. 
But little winter-sown has been put in. A 
few are sowing now. 


W ESTERN YOLO. 


E s p e r a n z a , February 12ch —The pros­ 
pect for high land summer-fallow is quite 
good. The outlook for low land sum m er- 
fallow is poor. No winter-sown grain has 
been put in yet. 


COLUSA 
COUNTY. 


C o l u b a, Febrnary 12th.—Not nearly all 
the summer-fallow land has been seeded, 
and that which has was seeded before the 
first ruin, and is not, as a rule, looking 
well. There will be quite a large area of 
w inter sowing if the weather continues 
favorable till the middle cf March. The 
plows are running. Under the most favor­ 
able conditions there will not be as much 
grain raised in the county as last year, 
but so much depends on the future that an 
estimate cannot be made. 


TEHAM A COUNTY. 
R ed B l u ff, February 12th.—Large farm­ 
ers here have sowed about half of their 
summer-fallow. The balance of the bot­ 
tom will be put io, but tbe hill land will be 
replowed for another year. 
T be sm all farmeis have done better and 
have sowed most of their summer-fallow. 
The grain looks fairly well. The prospects 
for winter-sown on bottom lands are good. 
W e estimate about half a crop for the 
county.

A n O utrage*! G irl T a k es th e L a w In to 
H e r O w n H a n th . 


S an D iego, Febiuary 12;h —W hat may 
prove a tragedy occurred this m orning iu 
D epartm ent N um ber One. Superior Court, 
when Judge Campbell, of San Bernardino, 
was hearing the case of B ertha Johnson 
against W illiam Mayne, on the charge of 
attem pting to m urder by giving her poison 
to take, after causing her ruin. Defendant 
had denied, on the witness-stand, all her 
statem ents, and declared her to be a liar. 
Assistant District Attorney Dorney and 
M ayne’s counsel, W alter Ferral, retired 
with the Judge to his chambers, during a 
ten m inutes’ recess, to settle the instruct­ 
ions. The jury also left and some of the 
spectators. 
Mayne sat on the west side of the long 
table running north and south before the 
Court stenographer’s table and bench. The 
girl sat on the west side of the second table, 
back of him . She got up and walked to 
the south end of this table and pouring 
water from a pitcher into a glass, touched 
her lips to it. Then, instead of turning 
around she stepped forward and raising her 
hand with a large pistol, fired the ball into 
the back of M ayne’s neck. H e slipped 
down a little in the chair with his head 
resting on the back of it, exclaiming “Oh 1” 
Two shots then followed, both going over 
his head and lodging in the wall and 
window. 
W alter Blake, a reporter, stopped the 
fourth shot by knocking the pistol from 
her hand and pinioned her arms. 
“Do w ith me w hat you will; he has 
ruined m e.’ 
she said, very white and 
trem bling all over. 
A doctor present helped to lay Mayne on 
the floor and exam ined the wound. 
The m an was taken in an ambulance to 
Tom Gallagher’s residence. H e never lost 
consciousness, and the doctors say he has a 
chance to live. 
The girl was committed to jail. 
W hen 
asked why she did this act Miss Johnson 
said : “That m an has rained me. 
I am 
ready to die now. I did it because I did 
not get justice the last time, and I was 
afraid I w ouldn't get justice this tim e.” 
District Attorney Dom ey is placed in a 
most delicate position. H e believes in the 
justice of the girl’s cause, and says he will 
do his duty. 
If after consideration he is 
convinced that his duty is to defend her he 
will resign his office to do it. A t the first 
case brought by the girl againBt Mayne the 
jury disagreed. 
It was in Judge Pierce’s 
Court. The girl is a Swede, aud had served 
as a waiter at the hotel where she met 
Mayne. She is a short and comely blonde, 
and had been well thought of up to the 
bringing of the first case, wherein she tes- 
testified to medical treatm ent of herself by 
Mayne’s directions, and alleged shocking 
acts com m itted bv him after effecting her 
fall. 
She has no relatives in America, where 
she has been two years.

“ Me no care,” was the reply, 
accompanied with a grin. 
Mr. Hanlon 
savs that he will demand that the Sherifl 
sum m on a jury to inquire into H ing’s 
sanity. T his the Sheriff will, no doubt, 
refuse to do, as he believes him perfectly 
rational, and an appeal will undoubtedly 
have to be made to the Governor for a 
pardon or com m utation of sentence.

of neighboring villages rushed away iu 
great confusion from their homes. It was 
not long before the eruption came. T he 
top of the m ountain was lifted off. and 
sand and stones were belched forth, falling 
in the neighborhood of Fnkuyam a, w hither 
smoke and fire were also Hown by the 
wind. T be town was coveted with sand 
and earth, at its entrance, to the depth of 
more than a foot.

Before judgm ent was unnounced the 
Duke addressed the Court in his own be- 
h a j¿ H e said ; "I came to Yrancc to serve 
as a common soldier. 
I h.-we nothing to 
do w ith politics, which only concerns m y 
father, whose obedient son and faithful ser­ 
vant I am. 
I knew by entering France I 
rendered m yseif liable to the law. hut th at 
knowledge did not stop m e. I love my 
country and wish to serve her. I am guilty 
of no crim e.” 
The Dnke w iii be allowed to remain in 
the Concergerie prison a few weeks before 
being removed to jail. The Government 
grants him this- privilege to give him an 
opportunity to appeal from the sentence of 
the Court. 
DnriDg tbe hearing, Orleans asked his 
counsel not to defend him . 
He said that 
he learned in exile to honor the magistracy 
and respect its decision. 
If condemned by 
the Court, he was sure of acquittal at the 
hands of 200,000-, conscripts of his olass, 
more fortunate than he, who were able to 
serve their country. 
After the sentence-was pronounced thou­ 
sands of persons invaded the Advocates-’ 
robing room. M any of them were M on­ 
archists, who sh o u ted : 
“ Long live the 
Duke of Orleans.” The shouts were m et 
with counter cries : “Down with the Dnke 
of O rleans!” 
“Long live the R epublic!” 
The guards were powerless to restore 
order. After venting their feelings here 
for a time, the crowd shouted : 
"To the 
statue ! 
hsit us crown Henrv IV .” 
Then they rushed to the site of the 
statue, where there were cries of “Long 
live the KtDg,” from the Duke s sym pa­ 
thizers, and counter cries of "Long live tbe 
Republic,” lrom the opponents.

A dispatch was sent by Lord Snlisbur, 
to the Portuguese Government on January 
2Stb, which said th at the Portuguese in ­ 
vaded the disputed territory in Africa, in­ 
sulted the British flag and killed England's 
allies before asking for mediation accord­ 
ing to the Berlin treaty. 
A Portugal dispatch said that the allies 
had d o right, then, to claim such media­ 
tion. 
The reply of the Portnguc-ee Government 
explained tbe preparations for war then 
being made by Portugal. 
The address in reply to the Queen’s 
speech was moved in the H ouie of Com­ 
mons this afternoon bv Thom as Boyden 
and seconded by Lord Brooke.

THE “ PERSECUTED" MORMONS. 


The Mormons are disposed to put up a 
pitiful mouth at what they denominate 
their persecution under the laws aimed 
against plural marriage in the United 
States. 
They have been loud in their ex­ 
clamations against the invasion of their 
liberties, the violation of the right of con­ 
science and the destruction of their re. 
ligious rights. The recent decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, to 
the effect that the provision of the Con­ 
stitution of Idaho disfranchising Mor­ 
mons is not offensive to the Federal com 
pact, has especially enkindled Mormon in 
dignation. 
But if these meek and lowly 
followers of Joe Smith think they will l>e 
better treated elsewhere, they are mis­ 
taken. On the 4th instant there was intro­ 
duced into the Canadian Parliament by 
Senator McDonald, of British Columbia, a 
bill, some of the sections of which read as 
follows: 
Every one who, w hether in pursuance of or 
under pretext of any religious, or otbenvise by 
rites or Ceremonies, forms, rules or customs of 
any denomination, sect or society, religious or 
secular, or by any form of contract, or by mere 
m utual consent, or in any* other m anner w hat­ 
soever, though in a m anner not recognized as a 
binding form of m arriage by the law of that 
part of Canada in which the offense against this 
Act is committed, practices, or agrees or con­ 
sents to practice, any form of polygamy, or 
enters into or agrees to enter into any kind of 
m arriage relation with more than one woman 
or one man, or into wbat among the sect called 
" T h e Church of Jesus Christ of L itter Day 
Saints ’’ commonly known as Mormons, are 
known as spiritual or plural marriages: or lives 
or cohabits, or agrees to live or cohabit, with 
more than one woman or one m an as her hus­ 
band or his wife; or celebrates, is a j>arty to or 
assists in any such rite or ceremony, or pro­ 
cures, enforces, is a party to or assists in the 
compliance with or carrying out of any such 
form, rule or custom: or procures, enforces, en 
abies, is a party to or assists in the execution of 
any such form or contract, or the giving of such 
consent. is guilty of a misdemeanor, and liable 
to imprisonment or to a fine, or to both. 
Every one who bas been convicted of any 
offense against this Act shall not be qualified to 
be a candidate or to be registered in any list of 
electors for, or to vote at any election of a mem­ 
ber to serve in the House of Commons of Canada 
or in the Legislative Assembly of the Northwest 
Territories, to serve as a juror in the Northwest 
Territories, or to hold any office under the 
Crown in right of the Dominion of Canada or 
any public or m unicipal office in the Northwest 
Territories. 
And we are assured that the bill will 
pass and be approved. Is there, then, any 
spot on all this broad continent where the 
weary, worn and heart-sore Mormon may 
pitch his tent in peace and set up the habi­ 
tation of his many wives? We fear not, 
for it is intimated that even the proposi­ 
tion to colonize in Mexico receives the ap­ 
proval of President Diaz only under the 
proviso that there shall be no introduction 
of polygamy. 


I t appears to be well established that 
the story of the late cruelties upon Si- 
herían political convicts is true. 
Mr. 
Kenan has proved himself to be a cau­ 
tious and fair-minded man, and one who 
has thoroughly probed the whole prison 
system of Russia. Heassures us that he has 
In his possession irrefragable proofs that 
the tale of the massacre of convicts near 
K ara recently is true. 
A high-spirited

a noble 
family, a revolutionist but not a terrorist, 
who had been exiled for the crime of free 
speech, was approached by a director of 
the prison with insulting propositions. 
Hie promptly struck the brute in the face, 
and for that was stripped and flogged in 
the presence of the entire colony of con­ 
victs. 
The woman tiien committed sui­ 
cide to end her sorrows. 
The men there­ 
upon arose—they would not have been de- 
.serving the name of men had they not— 
and the troops were commanded to fire 
upon them. 
>Such as were not shot down 
were triced up and flogged, and at latest 
accounts the punishment wa« proceeding. 
M r. Kenan believes the whole story, and, 
as stated, he has such proofs of it as will 
satisfy any one of its truth, but to disclose 
the names of his witnesses would simple 
expose them to the peril of the most awfwl 
punishment. 
If the world liad any reason 
to doubt the story of Stepniak and the 
revelations of escaped prisoners, it has not 
those of Kenan, a disinterested witness 
and a humane man. 
His recitals have 
stirred with 
indignation and humane 
sym pathy the blood of civilization all over 
the world, save inofficial circles of Russia,

T he friends of the North Dakota lottery 
scheme found defeat inevitable, and on 
Monday proceeded to strangle the viper 
to which their greed had given birth.

lieve that the search will be rewarded 
within the confines of the United States, 
and as a result it will be driven across the 
border into Mexico. W hen that comes 
about the Federal Government will be in 
a position to handle the evil when it 
reaches out for patronage in the United 
States, for no State right will interpose be­ 
tween it and justice. 


F o u r of the men indicted for attempt 
ing to bribe the Cronin jury yesterday 
pleaded guilty, and now stand ready for 
sentence. 
It cannot be said that jury- 
bribing has not been well met by the law 
in the last few years. 
In Illinois six brib­ 
ers have been indicted within a year, and 
four now confess ; in New York six have 
been sent to the penitentiary since 1885 ■ 
in California four have been convicted and 
punished, and three others by fear of pros­ 
ecution have been driven from the State, 
while two are now awaiting trial. 


T he old-time grab-game has been in­ 
augurated at San Francisco in the Patti 
opera season—“all the seats engaged, and 
you will have to pay extra to secure some­ 
body’s privilege.’’

THREE MEN KILLED. 


D istressin g A ccident on a G ravel T rain 
N ear P la c e rv ille . 
An accident occurred 0:1 the construction 
traiu on the Sacramento Valley and Placer­ 
ville road yesterday afternoon, which re­ 
sulted iu the death of three of the work­ 
men and the serious injury of others. 
The train had been loaded with gravel at 
the pit at Diamond station, and had crossed 
ihe high trestle over Webber creek, and 
when about two miles from Placerville the 
engine was uncoupled from the train and 
the men were all taken into town for din­ 
ner. After dinner they started tor the train, 
and while goingdown the grade from Cran- 
ner’s vineyard to Webber creek the engi­ 
neer lost control of the engine. The air­ 
brake refused to work and the engiue 
would not reverse. The locomotive was 
going with great rapidity, and struck the 
caboose with great force, wrecking the lat­ 
ter and throwing several cars off the track. 
Four men were ridiDgon the cow-catcher, 
one of whom, Timothy O’Keefe, jumped 
and saved his life, although he received se­ 
vere and dangerous bruises. A man named 
Yearding aud another named Finsterwater, 
were instantly killed, being crushed to 
death. 
Patrick Noon, the fourth man who was 
riding on the cow-catcher, was extricated 
from the wreck alive, but died before he 
reached the El Dorado County Hospital, 
which is about two miles from the scene of 
the accident. 
As soon as the news of the catastrophe 
reached Piacervilie two or three doctors 
and a large number of citizens drove 
rapidly to the wreck and rendered all as­ 
sistance possible to the wounded. 
An inquest will be held on the bodies of 
Yearding, Noon and Finsterwater byCoro­ 
ner Spencer in Piacervilie to-day. 
The construction train was in charge of 
conductor W. S. Serviss, and Geo. Hanford 
was the engineer.

Five Democrats voted for the confirma­ 
tion, Blodgett, Colquit, 
Pugh, Reagan and 
George. 
The roll-call on confirming Dorchester’s nomi­ 
nation disclosed a lack of a quorum, aud then 
the Senate adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington. February 12tb.—The House met 
at 11 o’clock this morning, in continuation of 
yesterday's session. The debate on the proposed 
code of rules was continued by Dockery of 
Missouri. 
Morey of Massachusetts and Allen of Michi­ 
gan followed Dockery, speaking in support of 
the rules. At the end of their remarks the ses­ 
sion of Tuesday ended and that of Wednesday 
began. The journal was approved, the Speaker 
couoting a quorum. 
McCreary of Kentucky then took the floor in 
opposition to the new rules. 
McCreary criticised the recent decisions of 
the Speaker. That officer, he said, had defied 
all precedents and had reversed the parlia­ 
mentary decisions of nearly all the Speakers 
who had presided over the House. McCreary 
inveighed agaim tthe new rules, asserting that 
their effect would be to make the Congress of 
the Uuited States consist of the Senate and 
Speaker Reed 
Cutcheon of Michigan supported the pro­ 
posed rules, declaring they tended to facilitate 
business instead of obstruct It. 
, 
Kerr of Iowa presented an argument m sup- 
poit of the proposed code. 
Caith of Kentucky said he and his Democratic 
coUesgues had discovered that general parlia­ 
mentary law was an autocrat, was a tyrant, 
was a god. The Speaker was omnipotent, yet 
lacking one of the attributes of omnipotence. 
He was not the same yesterday, to-day and for­ 
ever. He had thought there must be some de­ 
fect In the Speaker’s vision which enabled him 
to see a Democrat when he sat iu his chair, but 
whit h would not perm t him to see a Democrat 
when he was sU ndirg at full bight claiming 
recognition. He bad come to the conclusion 
that the Speaker should lie dosed with Co'ouel 
Mulberry gel ers eye water externally, inter- 
nallv ‘til'd eternally.

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WHERE IS SIMONE ? 


A HOTEL KEEPER EVIDENTLY IN FIN­ 
ANCIAL LISTEESS. 


H e F lees th e City and H is Creditors 
S 
Upon W hat Is 
Left. 


The atmosphere of Front street, between 
I and J, has been of a beautiful bine tinge 
during the past three or four days. 
“Corpo di Baccho!” snorted a diminutive 
Italian, as he pranced up and down the 
sidewalk in front of the little hotel known 
as “La Crcce Federale,” which for the past 
fifteen or sixteen years has been kept by 
August Simone. “He foola da cook, foola 
da deesh-wash. he foola everabody,” con­ 
tinued the little man. 
“Who has fooled everybody?’'asked a 
B ecobd-U k io n reporter who happened by. 
“Simone. He lock up da place and run 
away.” 
The little man was Antonias Grotogini, 
who tor some time has acted as head cook 
for the hotel. In answer to questions by 
the reporter, he explained that when he 
reported for duty on last Saturday morn­ 
ing he found the place closed up' and all 
was dark within. Simone was nowhere to 
be found, and when the cook inquired ol 
Mrs. 8imone, who lives in the hotel, she 
stated that her husband had left town the 
day before, saying that he was going to 
Brighton io buy some wine. 
Creditors heard of Simone's disappear­ 
ance and came trooping in with their 
claims. The cook, dishwasher and waiter 
had not received their salaries for nearly 
three months, and naturally they joined in 
the chorus of bewailers. 
The three employes saw a lawyer, and 
upon his advice two of them assigned their 
claims to the third, and he attached the 
hotel for the bulk sum—$201 25. Justice 
of the Peace Devine issued the attachment 
and also placed a keeper in charge of the 
place. 
Heilbron & Bro.. of the City Market, also 
beard of the trouble, and presented a claim 
for over $200, due them for meat furnished 
the hotel. As there was nothing in sight 
for them they attached the furnitnre of the 
hotel. This latter attachment, however, 
Mrs. Simone resists, as she states that her 
husband gave her a bill of sale for the fur­ 
niture some time ago. 
That Simone had fled there was little 
doubt, though his wife protested that the 
creditors were in too much of a hurry and 
her husband would soon be back. 
Grotogini, the cook, states that prior to 
Simone’s flight, the latter borrowed money 
from his friends right and left. The heav­ 
iest loser among these is D. Gabrielli, pro­ 
prietor of the Garibaldi Hotel, on L street, 
who loaned Simone $70. Grotogini gave it 
as his opinion that Simone had become so 
far in debt through bis extravagance that 
it would take years to get straightened up. 
The

but Simone 
had

great 
habit 
of 
spending money with a lavish hand among 
his 
acqnaintances. 
It was a common 
thing, said the cook, for him to throw a 
gold piece upon the connter of a saloon, 
ask his friends to drink, and then refuse to 
take any chaDge. 
Other parties, however, are of the belief 
that for some time past the hotel has not 
been a paying investment, and Simone ran 
gradually into debt until he finally saw 
that there was no way out of the matter 
but to flee from the rage of hi3 creditors. 
He had trouble with his boarders, too, 
they say, inasmuch as many of them had 
not settled with him for months, thus de­ 
moralizing his financial accounts. 
The keeper in charge of the place states 
that so far as he can see, Simone has left 
little more than the fixtures in the dining­ 
room and saloon attached to the hotel. 
Very ^ittle stock was to be found, and the 
outlot . seems blue for the creditors.

The barometer was falling very rapidly 
yesterday afternoon, it having recorded at 5 


a . si. yesterday 30 40 inches, and at 5 p. m. 
but 30.06 inches, being a fall of .34 of an 
inch, according to the Signal Service rec­ 
ords. 
Such a rapid fall of that instrument is 
usually followed by high winds, when the 
barometer begins to rise again, sometimes 
accompanied by rain. 
Light rain was precipitated vesterday in 
the States of Wasitington and Oregon—at 
Olympia and Portland. 
The wind increased during yesterday 
evening from three to four miles per hour 
to ten miles per hoar at night, at which 
time, 7 p. m , the barometer was still fall­ 
ing. The temperature at 5 a . m . and 5 p. m . 
was 45° and 56°, while the highest and 
lowest was 60° and 42°, with the weather 
ranging from clear to partly cloudy and 
cloudy. The highest and lowest one year 
ago yesterday was 70° and 42°, and one 
year ago to-day 67° and 44°. Rainfall on 
the 15th of last February to an appreciable 
amount ( 06 of an inch). 
A gentle but not heavy shower now 
would do much good, at least to the deni­ 
zens of this dusty town ; for the wind 
plays sad havoc, or rather causes the dust 
to do so, to all goods of a nature easily 
soiled or spoiled, making a strong desire by 
many for a few of our business blocks to be 
sprinkled or wetted down.

THE NOTORIOUS CRIMINAL WILL BE 
BB0UGHT BACK. 


H e is L ocated in M issouri and a Sacra­ 
m ento P olice Officer is Sent 


A fter H im . 


Police officer L. W. Farrell, one of the 
most trusted officers connected with the 
force, left this city last evening on the 
overland for Jefferson City, Missouri. He 
was armed with requisition papers signed 
by the Governor for the apprehension of 
Thomas J. Summers, one of the most noto­ 
rious and desperate criminals in the coun­ 
try. Summers is wanted in this city for 
forgery. 
About three months ago Summers and 
another man named Cornell went into the 
saloon of Charles Heisen, on Seventh and 
I streets, and presenting to the proprietor 
an alleged 
promissory 
note for $500 
signed by Mike Bryte, asked that it be 
cashed. 
Summers explained to Heisen 
that the note belonged to his nephew, 
Harry P. Summers, and that it had been 
received in payment for an engine and 
boiler. Cornell said that he knew the note 
to be good, as he had drawn it up himself. 
Upon these representations Heisen took 
the note, paying $50 down and giving a 
check for $100 on a local bank. 
Summers and Cornell cashed the check. 
When Bryte was informed that Heisen 
held his note he became indignant, and de­ 
clared that he had never signed any note. 
It was then discovered that the note was a 
forgery throughout, and a still hunt for 
Summers and Cornell was commenced. 
Cornell was readily found, having made no 
attempt to run away. He explained that 
he merely accompanied Summers, not 
knowing his character, and had innocently 
written the note for him. Cornell was, in 
consequence, not arrested at the time. 
The police kept the matter very quiet, 
but at the same time left no stone unturned 
in the search for the culprit. 
It was 
learned that Summers had left for the East, 
and Chief Lae notified all the police of­ 
ficers in the country to be on the lookout 
for Summers. 
Hope was about to be given up when 
news came from Jefferson, where Summers 
is well known, that he had been arrested at 
that place. 
As was incidentally mentioned above, 
Summers is a most desperate criminal. 
His photograph can be found in nearly 
every rogues’ gallery in the country, and 
bis record of crime covers many years. He 
is a machinist by trade, and this accom­ 
plishment 
has 
assisted 
him 
materi­ 
ally 
in 
many 
of 
his 
safe-cracking 
enterprises. As Chief Lee puts it, he’s an 
“accomplished all-round crook,” and will 
attempt anything from bank-breaking to 
pocket-picking. He is well known on tbe 
Pacific Coast, and has “done time” in vari­ 
ous of its penal institutions. Something 
like ten or twelve years ago he was sen­ 
tenced to San Quentin for robbery, but 
after serving a short time he broke jail and 
escaped. He was finally located in Oregon, 
and police officer Oliver Jackson, subse­ 
quently Chief of Police, went up after him, 
having in view the reward which was 
offered by the State for Summers’ capture. 
Jackson secured Summers and brought him 
back. He had a hard time with his pris­ 
oner on the way back, however. Summers 
endeavored to escape from him several 
times, and finally attempted to poison the 
officer. 
Summers will resist arrest whenever it is 
attempted upon him. Some time after his 
release from San Quentin he stole a boat in 
the vicinity of Rio Vista, and when the 
Constable of that place attempted to arrest 
him he resisted, and the Constable shot him 
in the face. 
Several burglaries and safe-crackings 
have been laid to him, but he invariably 
disappeared after a crime had been com­ 
mitted, and always managed to cover up 
his work. 
‘You can't be too careful, now, Larry,” 
said Chief Lee to officer Farrell, as tbe lat­ 
ter started for the train last night. "Keep 
it in your mind all the time that he is a 
desperate man, and will attempt anything 
in order to escape. Don’t let your eyes get 
off of him if you can help it. He’s slippery 
—very slippery.” 
“I’ll look out,” said Farrell, confidently. 
’I won’t sleep at all coming back, and if 
he gets away from me he’ll have to spring 
some new trick on me.” 
Officer Farrell took with him a double 
set of hand-cuffs and leg-irons, in order to 
make his prisoner secure. He expects to 
be back here with Summers in about two 
weeks. 
An Associated Press dispatch was re­ 
ceived from Jefferson city last night which 
read as follows: 
‘Thomas Summers, who was arrested 
here on Monday night, on a description 
from Chief of Police Lee, of Sacramento, 
admitted this morning that he collected 
$500 on a forged note. 
He says he is tired 
of being chased by officers and prefers to 
receive punishment. 
He is over 50 years 
old.” 


WIPED OUT. 


Settlem en t o f th e Grand Island R ecia- 
m ation Taxes. 
Many of the land-owners on Grand Island 
were in the city yesterday to settle their re­ 
clamation taxes, mention of which was 
made in last Sunday’s U n io n . 
As was then stated, Williams & Bixler, 
of San Francisco, held nearly all the evi­ 
dence of indebtedness against the district 
(3. L. D., No. 3), in tbe form of warrants 
for work done, and the amount held bv 
outsiders cannot exceed five or six thousand 
dollars. 
Thomas H. Williams was here yesterday, 
at McKune & George’s law office, and sold 
his warrants to all who were in arrears aDd 
who desired to settle up for 40 per cent, of 
their face value. An agreement was signed 
to the effect that all warrants remaining in 
the hands of Mr. Williams will not be pre­ 
sented as a claim against the district at any 
future time, but will be held as against land­ 
owners who have not accepted his terms of 
settlement. 
The few thousand dollars’ 
worth of warrants held by outside parties 
will be of little value, as assessments for 
fnture work can be so made that the money 
can be placed in bank to Ihe order of the 
Trustees. Of course the holders of these 
old warrants could sue the district, but it is 
doubtful if tbe amount could ever be re­ 
covered, and it would be insignificant in 
any event. The action taken yesterday will 
put an end to very vexatious law suits 
which have been pending many years, and 
although all have not accepted Mr. Will­ 
iams’ terms, yet it is believed that the most 
of tbe delinquents will. It is certainly as 
good a basis on which to make a settlement 
as could be expected, and all who were in 
debt for the old taxes should not hesitate 
to avail themselves of it. The injustice in 
the entire transaction falls on the few who 
had 
paid 
in 
full for 
taxes 
which 
thev 
could 
now 
settle for 
40 
per 
cent., which would make a difference of 
several thousand dollars to each, and who 
are now called upon to pay a tax for which 
no assessment has been levied nor can be 
in tbe face of facts which are on record. 
Yet, it is sometimes better to bear with in­ 
justice rather than obstruct and delay the 
reclamation of a body of land that will 
enrich its owHers in the near future if a 
substantial levee is maintained. 
Those 
who purchased warrants yesterday wiil 
now pay their assessments to the District 
Attorney with these warrants and the suits 
against them will be dismissed. They all 
state that they feel as if a great load had 
been lifted from them, and they can sleep 
the sleep of the just and without fear of 
lawsuits after them many years. Mr. Will­ 
iams has generously offered to take the 
notes of aDy one who had not the ready 
cash to settle, in order to make the matter 
as easy as possible to them. Following are 
the names of those who availed themselves 
of the offer made by Mr. Williams: Joseph 
Albert.

T h o u s a n d , of B o o m e rs C a m p e d o u th e 
S io u x R e s e rv a tio n . 
S t. P a u l. February 12th.—A Pierre, 
South Dakota, special to the Pioneer Press 
says; This afternoon Colonel Tassen, com­ 
m ander of tbe m ilitary, received an official 
telegram announcing the President’s pro­ 
clam ation. The town was im m ediately in 
a hubbub of noise and confusion. Vehicles 
of all kinds were called Out and packed 
w ith men of all classes, and there was an 
exciting race'.for the reservation. 
In thirty m inutes the town was practi­ 
cally deserted, stores were closed and busi­ 
ness alm ost suspended. 
Perched on the dome of the Capitol 
building the writer could see over the 
country for miles. Stretching away across 
the river for m iles into the reservation was 
a procession of men and wagons hurrying 
along on a m ad ru3h for the houses and 
land, winding their way over hil¡3 and 
valleys, each trying to get ahead of the 
other. 
Fully 5.000 people were in the crowd, 
and to-night they are camped on tbe reser­ 
vation. 
Load after load of lum ber has left 
the im m ense lumber-yards here until they 
.ire alm ost depleted, and to-night, for a 
adius of twenty-five miles, can alm ost 
•verywhere be heard the sound of saw and 
ham m er. 
At F ort Pierre the situation is serious. 
The bulk of the crowd first struck that vil­ 
lage and im m ediately commenced to claim 
town lots, there being m any claim ants to 
one lot. 
Trouble has already arisen. Ten 
wagon loads of beer and whisky and sev­ 
eral gambling outfits went over to the res­ 
ervation to-day. 
Liquor had been prohib­ 
ited on the reservation heretofore, but to­ 
night it is as free 03 water, and the iohabi- 
ta u tshaving been relieved of m ilitary ruie, 
are giving vet i to their feelings by im bib­ 
ing in the flowing bowl. 
Gambling is going on openly in tbe 
streets, and tbe half breeds, squaws, men, 
and even the red man him self is piaying 
high with the funds which they have re­ 
ceived for the relinquishm ent of their 
claims. 
COBDiriOS AT CHAMBERLAIN.

Pioneer 
Press Chamberlain special says; Tbe situ­ 
ation in the towneite became m ore compli­ 
cated than ever last night when a large 
party of persons arrived with a force of 
surveyors and began at once running lines 
regardless of tbe rights of prior settlers, 
Indian lands, or anything else.
